WASHINGTON, May 25.—The Sen- 


ate today passed the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill, carrying an appro- 
priation of $7,800,000, and without 
a word of debate or an objection from 
any source, added to it as an amend- 
ment the bill.providing for,an inspec- 
tion of fresh 
meats 
Intended 
for 
domestic consumption. The provision 
is along the general lines of the law 
.for the inspection of meats intended 
to be shipped abroad, and the work Is 
delegated to the bureau of animal in- 
dustry.

It requires that acceptable meats 


shall be labeled, and authorizes the 
destruction of condemned products. It 
also authorizes inspection of all ani- 
mals before they enter the packing 
houses, requires that those- establish- 
ments shall *oe maintained in a sani- 
tary condition; gives the Inspectors 
access to all departments of them, 
and forbids interstate commerce In 
fresh meats which are not marked by 
tho inspector. The expense of the in- 
spection is to be borne by the owners, 
and a fine of $10,000 and Imprison- 
ment for two years arc fixed as pen- 


Hies for the violation of the provision.
